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would either make the aoil around 
the need too dry, or, in a rainy aeaaon, 
it would fumiab the beat breedlnf 
place lor the rot funfua. In the fact, 
atable manure plowed under the aame 
leaaon la not now considered n oafe 
practice among farmers who ate eape- 
rienced in growing potatoes. It is 
much better to manure the ground a 
year or two before, and so give the 
manure time to fervent and disappear, 
leaving only its condensed nitrogen* 
ons and mineral fertility in the soil. 

In one way we think that in a wet 
season, and it was while the potato 
crop was growing this post summer, 
the coal ashes may prove a benefit. 
They help to dryout thehill. So, too, 
superphosphate of lime, especially 
that made with a little excess of snl* 
phnrlc acid, as most of it la. We 
have known iarmers to nan a very lit 
tie phosphate in the hill with potato 
seed, but in this case taking care not 
to have It come in contact with the 
cut surface, which It ivottld soon eat 
into and destroy. Potatoes thus 
treated were free from rot, while 
those beside them, not phoaphated 
in the hill, were half rotten. In this 
case we attribute the good eflfect to 
the drying of the soil In the hill. We 
can imagine that coot ashes, being 
inert themselves, must have operated

Vegetables Grown by Electric- 
Ity. 



Waited for the Door to Shut. 



Lamarcba, In France, has been du- 
plicating and improving upon many 
of the experiments in electro cnltnre 
of vegetables made by Spechnew In 
Raaala. He traced the eOcet of elec- 
tricity upon the plant from Its germi- 
nation to matnrity. He fonnd that 
the electric action doubled the rapidi- 
ty of germination and the increaee ol 
the plants, but it had no efiect on the 
'• weight of the prodoete obtained iu the 
harvest This was especially the 
case with gains whose seeds bad been 
treated electrically befote planting. 
Where it Is desired to produce a lar- 
ger deacription of plant the current 
gave aatoniahing results. Copper sod 
zinc plates placed in the earth and 
connected witn a wire enorraonily de 
veloped the size of some vegetables, 
particularly radishes and carrots. 
Static electricity in nil cases enabled 
the plant to assimilate a large share 
oi the nitrogen of the air; for a nnm- 
her of grains the Increase was about 
60 per cent. It was observed that 
not only did these grains mature more 
rapidly, but they were free from tha 
atteks of destructive Insects. It la 
probably that this feature of electrical 
treatment ol plants will be taken up 
later, and be made the subject of spec- 
ial investigation. Experiments have 
also been couUnufd with the ofude- 
scrlbed geomagnetifere, which gives 
great facility in supplying a aeries of 
garden beds with the proper amount 
oi electricity lor ths most eftectlve 
treatment of the plants they contain. 
Potatoes began to grow three weeks 
Cartier than those planted at the asms 
time, but not under its Influence, and 
the product was 50 per cant greater. 
Bxperimeata by Moira on the gennU 
nation of aecds tbowed that a largely 
increased proportion of the seeds 
treated ruatured.

Coal Ashes for Potatoes. 



We have heard this year of some 
farmer who applied a small handful 
of coni ashes in the bill before plan- 
ting the seed potatoes, takiag care to 
let the seed come in contact with the 
ashes. Their potatoes thus trasled 
were free from rot and scab, while 
others in the neighborhood were very 
badly aS'ected by diseaae. The far- 
mer who tried this la enthuaiostic 
over his ancccoa, and propoaea to ap- 
ply coal ashes in tbs hill to os many 
potatoes as ha can aecuts the aaliea 
lor. Bnt ons experiment, even 
though so aatUlacaoty aa tbia, la not 
conclusive, there may have baen a 
diflerence Iil lime ot planting or of 
aoil which would have saved theia 
potatoes from rotting away. It would 
have bran mors satisfactory il a group 
Ol font ot eight hills ware ashed and 
soma atljulniog tbcoi were at tbc 
same time planted wlt)iont the oahes. 

As wa have often explained, there 
is very little, If any, maunrial value 
in coal ashes. So liar as iacreasing 
tha potato crop is conceraiogcoal sah- 
os arc naelcss. Bat the very fact that 
the coal ashes have no manurlal val- 
na may ba an advautaga in growing 
potatoes free from rot. In contact 
with this material, Itce from manur- 
aa. Utharc ware germs on the aecd 
potato that might axlond aiMi cause 
rot, they would ha iaolatad, and thus 
the iMW crop could ba grown free 
from rot-
